Dr. Len G. Broughton, in 
Sermon, Denounces “De- 
plorable” Conditions at 
City Hospital. 


An appeal for a $5,000,000 bond 
issue to give Atlanta a movlern and 
adequate Grady hospital was voiced 
by Dr. Len 6. Broughton in his ser- 
mon Sunday night at the Baptist Tab- 
rnacle, of which he is founder and 
pastor, ä 

Dr. Broughton denounced in scath- 
ing terms the “popular indifference 
to the anguish of the poor” and the 
corruption in government which he 
held jointly responsible for deplorable 
conditions he charged exist now at 


Grady. 
The minister asserted that he had 


occasion to visit the hospital frequent- 
ly in the course of his pastoral duties 
and was outraged at the state of af- 
fairs existing there, due chiefly to 
lack of adequate financial support. 1 
literdlly have to hold my nose to 
go through the place and I tell you 
it is scarcely fit for the treatment of 
a decent dog, and certainly not tit for 
n haven of the needy sick in this great 
and proud city of Atlanta,“ Dr. 
Broughton declared. 

The minister took bis text from 
Proverbs 31:9, “Open thy mouth and 
plead the cause of the poor and needy” 
and justified his treatment of Grady 
hospital conditions in the light of 
his.own service in development of hos- 
pital facilities In Atlanta. . 

Founded Georgia 4 

Dr. Broughton recalled that he bad 
founded on his own initiative the first 
Protestant denominational hospital 
south of Baltimore, an institution 
which first was known as the Taber- 
nacle infirmary and which, upon his 
departure from Atlanta to become pas- 
tor of Christ church, London, was 
turned over to trustees appointed by 
the Georgia Baptist convention and 
was reorganized as the Georgia Bap- 
tist hospital. 

1 started that hespita] then be- 
cause there were not sufficient hos- 
pital facilities in Atlanta to care for 
the deserving and suffering poor; I 
am taking this stand for a greater 
Grady now for the same reason, be- 
cause someone must champion the 
cause of the poor, of the down and out, 
who are powerless to obtain relief 
for themselves,” the pastor declared. 

Dr. Broughton ridiculed the objec- 
tion that the city and county could 
not afford to provide adequately for 
Grady hospital, charging that .hou- 
sands of dollars have been dquandered 
over a long period of years in useless 
public works and in outright graft 
that should have been devoted to hes- 
pitals and other service to the poor. 
Fire Is Cited. 

The recent fire at Grady hospital, 
driving sick patients from the negro 
ward and imperiling the lives of hun- 
dreds, was cited by the minister as 
merely an indication of generally run- 
down conditions in the institution. 

“Two explanations of the fire have 
been given,” Dr. Broughton observed. 
“One that inadequately protected X- 
ray film exploded and the other, which 
seems to be on better authority trom 
the city electrician, that rats gnawed 
away insulation of electric wiring. 

“Now isn't that a pretty state of 
affairs when a public hospital, filled 
to overflowing with sick people, and 
sick people so poor that they can't 
move ont except to their graves, so 
poor they cant help themselves or 
even raise a voice that will be heard 
in their own defense, are exposed to 
danger of fire in a building overrun 
by rats?” 

Dr. Broughton dealt at length with 
the proposal made, following the fire, 
that the management of the cntire 
hospital be turned over to Emory Uni- 
versity Medical college, which now 
operates the negro ward which it owns 
but which it operates at city expense 
under terms of a contract by which

Mr. and Mrs. G. W. Beck 
and A. H. Shealey Die 
When Auto Crashes Into 
Speeding Train.

Mrs. G. W. Beck and her son-in- 
law, A. H. Shealey, were instantly 
killed and her husband, a shop fore- 
man for the Southern Railway, was 
fatally. injured shortly before 9 o'clock 
Sunday morning about one mile this 
side of Douglasville when the car Mr. 
Beck was driving left the road, jump- 
ed a ditch and ploughed into the ten- 
der of a moving Southern Railway 
passenger train. 

Mrs. Shealey, who, with her hus- 
band, lived with the Becks at 840 
Greenwood avenue, Atlanta, was in- 
jured about the head but her condi- 
tion at the Atlanta hospital, where 
Mr. Beck died after being rushed from 
the scene of the wreck, was reported 
late Sunday afternoon as good. She is 
expected to recover. 


The three dead people and Mrs. 
Shealey were en route to the home of 
W. P. Beck, a brother of Mr. Beck’s, 


from Bowden. Information telephoned 
to The Constitution from Douglas- 
ville indicated that Mr. Beck, who was 
at the wheel, recognized the engineer 
on the train, No. 7, which was travel- 
ing parallel with the highway. It is 
believed that he was giving the en- 
gineman a friendly salute when he lost 
control of the car and it plunged 
across the ditch and into the rapidly 
moving train. 

Only the top of the automobile was 
damaged, this being torn off, but Beck 
and Mr. and Mrs. Shealy were fhrown 
clear away from the car and Mrs. 
Beck pinned underneath it when it 
hadAtopped. The engineer applied the 
brakes to his train and the bodies of 
the dead and injured were placed 4 


Private; automobiles were used to 
rush Mr. Beck and his daughter, 
Mrs. Shealey,. to the Atlanta hos- 
pital, where the former died within an 
hour after he had been admitted and 
sent to the operating room. His skull 
was badly fractured, as had been that 
of Mrs. Beek and Mr. Shealey. The 
bodies of Shealey and Mrs. Beck were 
brought to Atlanta in an ambulance 
of H. M. Patterson and Son, which 
had been ordered by the Southern 
Railway dispatcher in Atlanta. 

Mr. Beck was 54 years of age and 
had been in the employ of the South- 
ern Railway for many years. Shealey 
Was an accountant employed by the 
General Motors Acceptance Corpora- 
tion, on Spring street. 

Shealey is survived by his widow, 
who was the only child of Mr. and 
Mrs. Beck; by his mother, Mrs. S. A. 
Mattson, of Fort Bragg. N. C., and 
two brothers, B. M. Shealey and O. E. 
Shealey, of Atlanta. 

Mr. Beck is survived by his moth- 
er, Mrs. I. Beck, of Atlanta: his 
daughter, Mrs. Shealey: five sisters, 
Mrs. T. J. Bullard,‘of Atlanta; Mrs. 
Wilson Kemp, Mrs. Grady Middlé- 
brooks, Mrs. T. J. Robinson and Mrs. 
M. Vv Shoffiett, of Carrollton. and 
four brothers, W. P. and A. J. Beck, 
of Bowden; W. T. Beck, of Uarroll- 
ton. and H. F. Beck, of Atlanta. 

Mrs. Beck is survived by her daugh- 
ter; her father, J. A. Reid, of Ken- 
wood; one sister, Mrs. E. E. Steed, 
of Atlanta, and five brothers, John 
Keely Reid and T. W. Reid, of Ken- 
wood; L. C. Reid and Luther A. Reid, 
of Atlanta, and Paul Reid, of Norfolk, 
Virginia.

PARIS, June 29.—(UN)—French 

troops continued to leave their bil- 
lets in the Rhineland today and at 
noon tomorrow General Adolph Guil- 
laumat, in command, will hand over 
his headquarters at Mayence to the 
Germans, ending this historie post- 
war epoch. 

The withdrawal of the French—a 
move sentimental and vital to the re- 
vival of full accord among the nations 
in the great war—has been conduct- 
ed in accordance with an agreement 
between Premier Andre Tardieu and 
Dr. Julius Curtius, German foreign 
minister. . 

The French are getting out five 
years before the date stipulated in the 
treaty of Versailles. After tomorrow, 
not a foreigner in uniform’ 
on duty on German soil.

In future, all depends on 
the Germany people; who must jus- 
tify by their acts the confidence and 
friendly dispositions the other na- 
tions have shown.” . 

Germany is faced with the alterna- 
tives of bolshevism or a dictatorship, 
Jean Piot, writing in the newspaper 
L'Oeuvre, said. Germany ought to be 
encouraged to seek an alliance with 
France, the article said. 

While the French withdraw some- 
what somberly from the Rhine, the 
Germans are prepared to celebrate. 
Bells will be tolled for an hour at 
noon on Tuesday and the day will be 
a popular holiday at Mayence—Mainz

Doctor Pleads Cause 
Of Middle-Aged Men 


DETROIT, June 29.—(4)—Cheer- 
ing news—first, from the industrial 
world, and now from the medica] pro- 
fession —has come to the man of 50 
who feels his age a bar to efficiency 
and a handicap to his position. 

Not long ago Henry Ford was 


‘quoted as saying that “if all the men 


of 55 or over were removed from in- 
dustry, there woula not be brains 
enough to carry on. 

And now Dr. J. A. Britton, Chi- 
cago physician, who appeared before 
the convention of the American Medi- 


cal Association here, says he believes’ 


American industry “makes a serious 
mistake in discarding a man when he 
reaches the age of 45.” 


“When this is done,” Dr. Britton 
says, “the ten years of a man’s life 
in which he attains his maximum ef- 
ficiency are being thrown away. The 
age of maximum begins at 35, and 
continues up to 55, and the greatest 
degree of efficiency is attained in 
the last ten years. 

“From the ages of 45 to 55, a man 
delivers more in judgment, stability 
and loyalty, and in every virtue ex- 
cept muscular agility and sheer mius- 
cular power. In professional 
ball, for instance, a man may not be 
worth much at 45, but even in base- 
ball I have noticed that it takes the 
old heads to win the pennants.” 


Naval Reserves Radios 
To Aid in Disasters 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—()— 
A nationwide radio system to provide 
communication in time of disasters 
throuh 2,300 members of the naval re- 
serve has been established. 

These 2,300 naval reservists, the 
navy said today, have been instructed 
as to the manner in which they should 
handle disaster reports from amateur 
radio stations they operate. The plan 
was adopted after a conference be- 
tween the Red Cross and the navy, 
and calls for messages from the re- 
servists to the Red Cross. The first 
message is to report the kind and lo- 
cation of the disaster, and the second 
the number of. dead, injured, homeless, 
houses destroyed and familles af- 
fected. 

With this information available im- 
mediately instead of waiting for land 
line communication to be re-establish- 
ed, it is believed that Red Cross relief 
expeditions can be more speedily or- 
ganized and better equipped.

Dr. John A. Rice 
Is Dead at Tulsa 


TULSA, Okla, June 29.—()}—Dr. 
John A. Rice, widely known in 
Methodism, pastor of the Congrega- 
tional church of Tulsa, died this aft- 
ernoon. He had en in ill health 
several years. 


Dr. Rice organized the Alabama 
women's college at Montgomery and 
at one time was president of Colum- 
bia college, a Southern Methodist 
school for girls at Columbia, S. C. 


Later he held important pastorates 
in the Southern Methodist church, 
including the Payne Memorial church 
at New Orleans; the First Methodist 
church at Fort Worth, and St. John’s 
church at St. Louis. 

After leaving St. Louis; Dr. Rice 
occupied the chair of Old Testament 
interpretation at the Southern Meth- 
odist University at Dallas and re- 
signed after 15 months to accept a 
pastorate at Okmulgee. After one 
year in Okmulgee, Dr. Ricé was as- 
signed to the Boston Avenue Meth- 
odist church of Tulsa. 

While here he was instrumental in 
the financing of a cathedral which 
has been hailed as “the only truly 
American church.“ The Tulsa church 
cost $1,500,000 and all details of 
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the structure were planned under the 
direction of Dr. Rice.

The efforts of the Georgia dele- 
gation in the congress to have the 
$1,000,000, remaining from a for- 
mer farm relief appropriation, used 
for lens to farmers whose crops 
were ruined by recent storms in 
southern Georgia, should be suc-

wanted to sell land he went to the 
self-same effendis who acted as in- 
termediaries for them with the Jews. 
We have no conception in the west of 
the intrigue that’s carried on in the 
brazen manner in 
which it’s done. Sir John Hope Simp- 
kon, the British commissioner now in- 
quiring in the land questien in Pales- 
tine must have realized it when in the 
course of a conference with the Arab 
leaders he asked them why, if they 
urged the non-sale of land to the 
Jews on the ground that such action 
would empoverish the peasants, they 
| were deing so themselves. The ques 
tion nettled the Arabs considerably, 
the British papers report. The ques- 
tion Alo serve to clear up a 
lot in the minds of outsiders who 
only desire peace and tranquillity in 
the Holy land.

Those. however, who make money in 
the Wall Street stock market and 
keep it have another way of telling 
when a stock is cheap. 

Large Bond Buyer. 

When the post-war liquidation ran 
its course in 1921 it was no secret 
in Wall Street that the First National 
bank here was a large buyer of Lib- 
erty bonds. Some people who for one 
reason or another had been forced 
through the trying days of 1920 and 
1921 to sell their Liberty bonds vn a 
declining market could not understand 
why the First National bank with its 
long record of unmatched success was 
buying what they sold. But George F. 
Baker, the head of the First National, 
as usual, knew what he was doing. 


He bought Liberty bonds for his 
bank in 1921 because he knew they 
were cheap. He knew that forced liq- 
nidation had carried the price down 
where for some issues the income re- 
turn was around 6 per cent. He knew 
that money was easier than it had 
heen and was getting easier; thatthe 
income return on United States gov- 
ernment bonds, one of the best invest- 
ments in the world, was already at- 
tractive compared with the earning 
power of money in the open market 
— likely to become more so. 

n brief. the simple working rule 
of the avérage man who makes money 
in the Wall Street stock market and 
keeps it, which is something very dif- 
ferent from making a lot of money 
and losing it, is to buy stocks when 
the money market says that good 
stocks are cheap. Stocks thus bought 
are sold when the money market says 
that stock prices on the average are 
too high. 

„The average price of 50 representa- 
tive stocks. half rails and half indus- 
trials, made the war-time high at 
101 in 1916. That was the high for 
all time until 107 was established in 
1924, the beginning of the period of 
unprecedented easy money. n the 
meantime, however, the average drop- 
ed from 101 in 1916 to 58 in June 
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ish, Livermote failing to get a follow- 
ing. gave up. only to see stocks ad- 
vance with temporary interruptions 
from the average price of 58 to 311. 


Those who make money in the stock 
market and keep it, however, did not 
wait until 311 was reached to sell. 
They began to sell when the income 
return on good stocks dropped below 
the earning power of money in the 
open market. Some people kept cn 
buying after time money went to 
9 1-2 per eent. with the income return 
on some stocks only 3 per cent, or 
even 2 per cent or less.

Swift ‘Expansion 
Of Federal Power

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., June 29. 
Governor Albert Ritchie, of Maryland, 
viewed by some as a democratic pres- 
idential candidate in 1932, charged in 
a speech here Saturday night that the 
government is “no longer the protector 
of individual rights” but is rapidly 
becoming a dictator. 

The American citizen, he said, is 
followed from birth to death by in- 
spectors, spies and official regulators.” 
He pictured the citizen as hampered 
in some places in marrying and forced 
to follow the dictates of a eugenic 
state uplift bureaucracy; at others as 
Nindered in how he shall raise his 
children. 


Sometimes, said Ritchie, the citizen 
is told what he may eat, what he 
may smoke, always what he may not 
drink and sometimes what he may 
read, write or see on the stage. 
He said government was coming to 
a point where “you are beginning to 
see yourself as made for it and by 
it’—a situation which he termed 
“abuse of government instead of use 
of government.” 

“If I rightly sense danger,” he said, 
“in this growing disregard of consti- 
tutional limitations, the hope before 
us is that the organic law has not 
yet been amended or interpreted be- 
yond repair or restoration. Free 
speech, free worship, the right to as- 
semble, the sanctity of the home, in- 
dividual liberty—all these are still 
written in the constitution even though 
a break has come in some of them,”
